The AAl'YV fellowships 
program annually presents 
individual stipends of 2.000 
to r>,000 dollars each to gift­ 
ed graduate women scholars 
for advanced study and re­ 
search. Fellows use their 
stipends in study of national 
and international scope.

Outstanding projects ha ye 
included the study of Icelan­ 
dic manuscripts, leading to 
the creation of a guidebook 
used hy United States sen- 
icemen; the development of 
scientific instruments for 
testing eyesight: and the an­ 
alysis of Japanese culture 

'and behavior, with resultent 
assistance to the United 
States in World War 11.

Since the inception of the 
program in 1888. three mil­ 
lion' dollars have heen 
awarded to 1500 scholars. 
Last year 52 national and 57 
international awards were 
granted for studv in a wide 
diversity of subject fields.

A 1062-1965 development 
in the program was the in­ 
auguration of awards for 
outstanding women teachers 
of Africa.

Annually the Manhattan 
Beach Branch contributes 
funds to the fellowships pro­ 
gram. Last vear the group 
gave over 500 dollars, most 
of it in memoriam of Mr?. 
Thron Rigg*.

The contribution for 1963 
will be over 600 dollars, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Lowell Dun- 
ham, branch fellowships 
chairman. Monies are raised 
by the assessment of indivi­ 
dual members and by fund- 
raising projects.
